THE COMMUNITY OF THE POOR SISTERS OF ST. FRANCIS SERAPH OF THE 
PERPETUAL ADORATION 


HE Community of the Poor Sisters of St. Francis Seraph of the Perpetual 
Adoration was founded by Mary Theresia Bonzel on December 20, 1860, at 

Olpe, Wesphalia, , by the authority of the Rt. Rev. Bi Conrad Mar- 

The particular object of this Congregation is the attainment of the 

sanctification of its members, and, as far as possible, of others, by means of 

Holy meditation and by the constant adoration of the Most Holy Euch- 

arist, to which it joins the so-called active life, that is, the care of the sick 

in hospitals, the proper instruction of children and the exercise of works 

of mercy, especially towards poor, orphaned and destitute children. 

Divine Providence aided the efforts of the zealous foundress and her first two 
companions; their number increased from year to year and soon the Community pos- 
sessed houses in various dioceses of Germany. 

A few years after its foundation the Congregation suffered not a little through 
odious laws decreed by the temporal power—these laws making the reception of new 
members dependent on the government’s authorization, and for a long time all applica- 
tions for it were refused. 

At that time, the Rt. Rev. Bishop Joseph Dwenger, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, cal)- 
ed at the motherhouse in Olpe, and Mother Theresia consulted him regarding the es- 
tablishment of a house of her Congregation in the United States, for she feared that 
it might ultima be banished from Germany. The Rt. Rev. Bishop kindly informed 
her that a large field was awaiting the Sisters there, and that he himself would gladly 
welcome them to his diocese. The magnanimous offer was gratefully accepted by 
Mother Theresia, and on the twenty-sixth of November 1875, six Sisters started on their 
journey to America, arriving in New York on December twelfth and reaching their
